campaign to force the closure of the paper. InTJanuary 1951, the -hai 
police issued an order to chock on the identification papers of . .huan - Tn 
Pao distributors. They also plan to call in regular subscribers to one 
caper for identification chocks in an effort to discourage sales. Similar 
orders have been issued to police stations in the provinces. 

5. On 1 January 19>1, T3»AI Chih-hung, aka 3IIUA Jeo Hung, editor of the G: ;t f .V I 
Tin Pao, went to the Bangrak police station saying that hs had been warned 
'fcliat the Chinese nationalists were smuggling people into Thailand to assassin- 
ate pro-Communists in Bangkok. TSUfE also stated that they planned to set 
fire to the Ta Chong Publishing Company and then accuse the Communists of 
sabotage. 
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Following the arrest on 30 January 1?<1 of TS’AI Chih-hun? and ATI Chien- 
clmngj, managing editor of the Cliuan Fin Pao, an urgent meeting ol the’* 
Chinese Communist Party was called at the Ch’i Kuans School*-:**, which has 
moved to a new building near Fat Saket (Golden Fount). At this meeting, 
presided over by a CGP leader, LIT' Foo (Mat.), aka LIM Ivrin LIochkhj*, a 
resolution was passed supporting the editors’ appeal to the Thai Finis try 
of Interior.

TS’^I Ghili— hung and ,U •jfaien—chung have filed a complaint with the Ministry 
of Interior and have addressed a plea to the Civil Gourt that they be re- 
leased and bo permitted to remain in Thailand. TS’AI told Police Lt. Col, 
Chararat Hantukanon, Chief of the Thai CID, that he has never broken a Thai 
lav/, that his arrest is the result of the insistence of the American 
imperialisms and that he is victim of repressive measures of the Thai rulinc 
class for the suppression of those who defend righteous causes. He claims 
that he does not fear returning to China but is reluctant to le< A ve his 
friends and his work.
